Washington, Jan. 31.— The last pub­ 
lic utterances of President M cK inley 
In favor of reciprocity, made the day 
before he was assassinated at Buffalo, 
were recalled by President Taft in an 
address at the Ohio society’s anni­ 
versary banquet In commemoration of 
the M cKinley birthday. 
Many men associated 
with 
P resi­ 
dent 
M cK inley in 
public office and 
prominent 
Ohioans 
were 
present. 
Justice 
Day, former Vice 
President 
Fairbanks and Senator Dick of Ohio 
were among the speakers 
President Taft eulogized the char­ 
acter of the martyred president and 
paid a high tribute to his attitude on 
the 
commercial 
expansion 
of 
the 
country, with particular reference to 
the declarations in favor of reciproc­ 
ity generally made by President M c­ 
Kinley at the Pan-American exposi­ 
tion at Buffalo. 
“ The broadening effect of the na­ 
tional 
responsibility 
M cKinley 
had 
had to carry,” said 
President 
Taft, 
“ shows itself in no respect more con­ 
spicuously than in this change of view 
on his part in respect of a i>olicy of 
which he had always been the chief 
exponent. 
M ay we not hope that the 
change he advocated may soon find ' 
expression 
in 
our 
national 
policy : 
toward 
our good 
neighbor on 
the 
North who has come half way to meet 
us? 
May the fragrance of his beloved 
memory lead those upqn whom is the 
responsibility, and incline their minds 
and hearts to this end. 


Meaning of the Agreement. 


“ The Canadian agreement, if con­ 
firmed by-legislative action, will he a 
fitting close to a century’s controver­ 
sies and permanently establish good 
feeling and commercial union between 
kindred 
peoples. 
W e shall 
find 
a 
rapidly Increasing market for our nu­ 
merous products among the people of 
our neighbor. 
W e shall deepen and 
widen the sources of our food supply 
in territory close at hand. 
“ Our kinship, our Common sympa­ 
thies, our sim ilar moral and social 
ideas, furnish the strongest reason for 
supporting this agreement. 
“ Canada is our neighbor for 3,000 
miles. 
W e have not always acted to­ 
ward her in a manner most concilia­ 
tory or with due regard to her sensi­ 
bilities. 
She has become a great coun­ 
try — indeed, a nation. 
She causes us 
to use no forts or battleships. 
She 
does not attack us and never will. She 
extends the brotherly hand of friend­ 
ship and proposes closer relations with 
mutual benefits. 
Ought we to decline? 
The last words of M cKinley urge ac­ 
ceptance. 
I am proud as a son of Ohio 
to bring forward for approval and ef­ 
fective action a measure carrying the 
policy which he proclaimed and made 
his own at the acme of his great ca­ 
reer.”

Beveridge Opposes Agreement. 


Senator Beveridge of Indiana strong­ 
ly approves the agreement and has an­ 
nounced that he will support it. 
Sen­ 
ator Crawford of South Dakota is non­ 
committal. 
As heretofore stated Sen­ 
ators McCumber of North Dakota and 
Gamble of South Dakota are bitterly 
hostile to the agreement. 
The prediction was made by a mem­ 
ber who has canvassed the situation 
that when the time comes to vote on 
the agreement five Minnesota repre­ 
sentatives will stand by it. 
The mem­ 
ber in question expressed the belief 
that Representatives Tawney and Ham ­ 
mond, as well as Stevens, M iller and 
Nye, w ill xote to establish reciprocal 
trade relations with Canada.

I Enthusiasts in the matter of political 
possibilities are comparing the move- 
I meat of the progressive Republicans to 
I that of silver Democrats sixteen years 
j ago. 
Then there was a Democratic 
I president with a divided parti’. 
Six- 
I teen years ago the element of the Petn- 
| ocratio party not in harmony with 
j the president perfected an organism 
I tlon which resulted in the capture of 
the national convention. 
Friends o f the progressive movement 
! In tho Republican jmrty are talking 
j about the possibility they have of oap- 
| timing the next national convention, 
j They firm ly believe in that old saw 
about history repeating itself. 
They have not taken into eonsid 
oration every phase of the situation. 
Sixteen years ago tile silver element 
In the Democratic party was much 
larger than the faction supporting the 
president. 
W hile it may be asserted 
that the progressive element In the Re­ 
publican party Is larger than the other 
It has not been so demonstrated, and it 
is a certainty that In tmth houses of 
congress the supporters of the presi­ 
dent far outnumber those calling them­ 
selves progressives. 
If history Is going to repent itself 
with the parties changed there w ill 
have to be a deal of hustling on the 
part of the progressives. 


Not a Party Question. 
It has become evident that the propo­ 
sition to fortify the Panam a canal is 
not a 
party question. 
So far the 
strongest arguments In favor of the 
plan have been presented by Demo­ 
crats. 
Probably no more Important 
contribution to tin* subject has been, 
made than an exhaustive argument by 
General J. W arren Heifer, from the 
president’s own state, In which he 
shows that fortification of the canal 
is contrary to every treaty guarantee­ 
ing neutralization. 
On the other hand, the support of 
Senator Money of Mississippi in favor 
of fortification must have been very 
gratifying to President Taft. 
Senator 
Money argued that It was not only 
the right but the duty of the United 
States to fo rtify the canal. 
Congress­ 
man Hobson of Alabama has pointed 
out that as a m ilitary necessity the 
canal should be fortified or otherwise 
the United States could not defend It. 


The Way of Congress. 
Ju st as if there were every reason 
to expect results, congress is going 
forward w ith 
many 
measures 
that 
cannot possibly pass. 
This is more 
particularly tile case in regard to the 
■enate than the house. 
In the house it is frankly statist that 
there is no hope of getting through 
the two very long measures which oc­ 
cupy time when appropriation bills 
are not under consideration. 
B u t in 
the senate they go ahead just as if 
they really meant to accomplish some­ 
thing and the measures they are talk­ 
ing a I suit could pass. 
And the session 
w ill end w ith a complete Indorsement 
of a do nothing imlic}’. 


Many Years After. 
Forty-five years after Its organiza­ 
tion it is now proposed to incorporate 
the Grand 
Arm y of the 
Republic. 
Senator W arner of Missouri has in­ 
troduced a bill for that purpose, and 
among the Incorporators he has in- 
i eluded all the men who have been 
commanders in chief of the organiza­ 
tion 
and 
its 
principal 
officers. 
It 
seems strange that incorporation hate 
not been attempted before, for nearly 
all such associations have been ineor 
J porn ted 
in 
order 
to 
prevent 
semi 
small sized organization from using 
the name. 
One of the purposes of the organiza 
tion is likely to cause a controversy, as 
it states that it desires to bind togeth­ 
er and promote the friendly feeling of 
those “ who united to suppress the late 
rebellion.” 
O f late years there has been strong 
objection to recognizing officially or In 
any other w ay the word “ rebellion” as 
applied to the events that took place 
in 1801-5. 
There has been a general 
desire to avoid the word and refer to 
the conflict as “ the war between the 
states.’’ 
It 
was 
President 
Andrew 
Johnson who got around the matter by 
calling it the “ late unpleasantness.” 


Getting After Their Members. 
“ You would be surprised to know 
how many people read the Congres­ 
sional Record in every district,’’ re­ 
marked Congressman Dw ight of New 
York. 
“ Some fifty o r sixty copies are 
Gent to each district, and every copy 
is rend by a great many people, espe­ 
cially those which go to libraries. 
“ W hen tho people read that we lack 
a quorum every morning and that their 
representatives have failed to answer 
the roll call they make inquiries. They 
ask a meml)er who may be at home 
w hy he doesn’t go to Washington and 
attend to business. 
The people are 
getting after their members and mak­ 
ing them attend to business.”

Grand Jury Cannot Make Head­ 


way on Vote Traffic. 


Danville, 111., Jan . 31.— The “ now’ or 
never” day in the Vermilion county 
grand ju ry investigation of vote traf­ 
fic came and has gone and the answer 
of the politicians to the investigators 
was “ never,” according to the admis­ 
sions of grand Jurors themselves. 
This was the last day on which it 
was believed possible to find a wit­ 
ness who, by a confession of illegal 
practices at polling time, would open 
the way for others and thus make a 
cleanup of the county’s politics. 
Most of those ward workers sub­ 
poenaed, it was learned by the in­ 
vestigators. were prepared to explain 
their acceptance of money at the polls, 
as exposed by previous witnesses. 
They were prepared to say, to a 
man, they got the money as paid work- , 
ers not for their own votes, following 
closely the route blazed by the court’s 
public explanation. 
W hen this was 
learned Foreman Woodyard refused to 
call those summoned and began at 
once work on routine matters. 
It is the general belief here that the 
grand jury w ill pursue the plan of 
Judge Kimbrough of clearing up Its 
“ docket” and adjourning, possibly Fri- I 
day, until the day before the spring 
elections. 
Its sitting at that time is 
expected by th*' judge to frighten off 
those who might plan to continue the 
corruption of voters.
